BEATEN BY BISMABRCK. 


A RELIABLE MAJORITY ASSURED THE do- 
ERNMENT IN THE GERMAN ELECTIONS. 


Probability that the Government Will Be 
Able to Pass the Septeunate Bill—Heavy 
Gains Made by the Socialists—A Number 
of New Elections Necessary—Dr. Wind- 
thorst and Herr Richter Re-Elected— 
Herr Liebknecht Defeated—The Latest 
Returns, 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
BERLIN, February 22.—It is safeto say that 
the Government has carried the day, but with 
a very small majority, which is accounted for 
by the extraordinary strength of the Socialists. 
The latter at 1:30 a. m. were still out on the 
streets in full force, jubllantly cheering for 
Singer and other Socialists, whenever their 
names appeared on the bulletin boards, 
while every increase in the Government’s 
vote is greeted with hisses and groaps. 
An analysis of the polling shows that 
yesterduy’s contest was stubborn. As the 
night advanced the excitement in this 
city became intense. Thousands of people 
Surrounded the newspaper offices awaiting 
the special issue giving election returns. It 
is stated that Singer and Hazenclever have 
each over 12,000 in this city. All evening Ber- 
lin was a surging mass of shouting, hurrahing 
and jeering humanity. A few street fights 
tended to enliven the scenes around the news- 
paper offices, but the excellent discipline 
muintained by the police held in check any 
serious outbreaks. 
BISMARCK AT THE POLLS. 
The elections were favored by propitious 
weather, which brought out an unusually 
large vote. Prince Bismarck, together with 
all the ministers, took a lively interest in the 
day’s proceedings and was the cynosure of all 
eyes at many of the polling places. The 
rumors that the Liberals have suffered severe 
losses are constantly increasing and are aug 
mented by returns which are favorable to the 
Government. 
Eugene Richter published a bulletin at mid- 
night, in which he declared that the general 
result of the elections showed an immense in 
crease in the Soclialistic vote, and that more 
than a dozen supplementary elections are 
necessary for a majority between the Liberals 
and National Liberals. 
SUPPLEMENTARY ELECTIONS. 
Supplementary elections will be called by 
the Commissioners of Election about the be- 
ginning of next week. In all cases where the 
election rests between the Liberals and the 
National Liberals, the former will undoubtedly 
be victorious, as the Socialists, who hold the 
balance of power, will throw their votes to 
the Liberal candidate. About fifteen of these 
„tles“ have so far been reported. 
THE RESULT. 
BERLIN, February 22, 8 a. m.—The results in 
seventy-one election districtg are known, In 
twenty-two of these districts new elections 
will be necessary. In twelve of these the con- 
test will be between the Socialists and Septen- 
nists, in five between the new German Lib- 
erals and Septennists; in two between the 
Centrists and Septennists;in one between the 
Centrists and Democrats; in one between tke 
Socialist and new German Liberals, ana 
in one between the new German Liberals and 
Conservatives. Among the candidates re- 
turned are four Centrists, twenty National 
Liberals, five Socialists, two Imperialists, 
four Conservatives, one Guelph, one new 
German Liberal and twelve Alsatians, in- 
cluding Herren Kable and Antoine. The 
other candidate of the protester party who 
were renominated have been elected. Herr 
Richter is the only new German Liberal yet

BISMARCK’S BARE MAJORITY. 
11 A. M.—From present calculations Prince 
Bismarck will barely obtain a majority for his 
septennate bill. He required forty votes. He 
has already won twenty, and the re- 
mainder are almost certain to be se- 
cured from the wavering center. It 
is certain that the Government will 
not obtain a majority sufficient to adopt 
the monopoly bills. Herr Windthorst has 
been re-elected. The progressists are de- 
morulized. They have met with an uner- 
pected defeat and have already lost seven- 
teen seats, and gained three. The total So- 
cialistic vote shows an increase of 500,000. The 
National Liberals have gained nearly as many 
seats as they have lost.

THE BENCH CHANGES. 


Judge Treat’s Retirement and the Vacancy 
in Circuit Court No. 5. 


Judge Brewer will be in the city on the Ist of 
March for the purpose of attending to Wabash 
matters in chambers. The Purchasing Com- 
mittee are required to put up $1,000,000 that 
day and to give security for another mill- 
fon. The United States Circuit Court has 


adjourned until the 7th of March, and in all 
probability Judge A. M. Thayer will take his 
seat that day. The September term business 
of the Court 1 unfinished will then 
be called up and isposed of prior to 
the March term, opening on Monday the 
Ast inst. Judge Treat’s retirement will 
throw avast amount of business on the newly- 
appointed Judge, both in the United States 
Circuit and istrict Courts. The whole 
weight of the election fraud trials will be upon 
his shoulders in the District Court and the 
business of the March term in the Cir- 
cuit Court will be heavy without any 
reference to Wabash matters. Judge Treat 
having retired he will be requested by the bur 
to prepare two volumes of his legal experience 
in admiralty and patent cases during his long 
career on the Federal bench. The Judge is 
held tobe one of the best authorities in the 
country in these specialties. 

Judge Thayer’s = 8 — 4 — reaches him in 
the midst of the February term work on the 
Circuit bench at the Court-House. The term 
closes the last week in March, and the 
docket of Court No. 5 will de so 
arranged as to adinit of his 
retirement at the close of the present month. 
There are numerous speculations as to his 
successor who will be appointed by the Gov- 
ernor and who will have nearly two years to 
serve or untilthe next general election. The 
names most prominently mentioned are James 
Seddon, a member of the City Council, and 
W.C. Marshall, the former law partner of 
Judge Barclay. It is said that Mr. Seddon 
possesses the influence of the leading bank- 
ers and capitalists who have already spoken 
to the Governor’s advisers in this city. The 
choice of the bar is scarcely defined. The 
salary of the Circuit Judge is $5,500 per an- 
num, the salary of the Federal Judge is $3,500 


per annum, but in the latter case itis a life 


position and the incumbent is under 
no obligation to local political chiefs. 
The new judge will sit in Hannibal 
twice during the year to attend to the business 
of the northern district. The greater portion 
ot the civil business is located in the northern 
district, while the southern section relates 
chiefly to cases of petty violations of the rey- 
enue laws.

DICKENS’ DOLBY. 


A Judgment Against Tid Bits—Fay Temple 
ton Loses—A Divorce Sensation. 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, February 22.—[Copyright, 1887. 
The libel suit of George Dolby against the pro- 
prietor of the weekly paper Tid Bits came 
up yesterday before Mr. Justice Stephen. 
The libel consisted of the publication ofa 
story told about Dolby and Dickens by 
Howard Paul, at a banquet of the Clover Club 
in Philadelphia last year. Dolby was man- 
ager for Dickens when he made his last tour 
of America, and the story told by Mr. Paul 
wastothe effect that Dickens had engaged 
Dolby chiefly because he had a stomach that 


could stand any amount of eating and 
drinking, and could therefore serve as 
a substitute for Dickens at dinners, 
etc., that Dickens could not possibly attend.

Police Stations Packed With 
Owners and Drivers 
All Day. 


ever al Hundred Arrests Which Caused 
Many Exciting Scenes and Much Bad 
Language—The Throng at the Collector's 
Office—Deputy Ed Clifford Stops the Raid 
—Chief of Police Huebler Forgot it was 
Washington’s Birthday—List of Victims. 


The police are engaged to-day in arresting 
the drivers of all vehicles which have not 
licenses for 1887. The number appears to be 
extremely large, and at the Four Courts this 
morning about one Hundred drivers were ar- 
rested in the first couple of hours the police 
were at work. Every vehicle that passed the 
building was stopped by an officer, and if the 
@river had a license for 1887 he was 
released and ifnotthe drivers were arrested 
and the vehicles held. Nearly all the drivers 
were bailed out, $200 in real estate security, or 
$2 in cash as collateral being taken as a bond. 
All the men arrested will be brought up in the 
police court. The arrests are being made by 
order of the Chief of Police at the request.of 
Collector Sexton. 
THB SAME SCENE 

was enacted at all the police stations in the 
city this morning. At the Mounted Station 
the arrests began early and before 8 a. m. the

The dialogue following Othello’s appearance 
may be referred to as typical of much other in 
the work, being musical declamation unac- 
companied by the symphonic orchestra to 
which many modern composers have accus- 
tomed us, and perhaps gaining thereby in 
dramatic force. This was followed by some 
festal music, including a very delightful five- 
part chorus inthe Verdi manner, but having 


decidedly characteristic features. It 
took the public taste , immensely. 
Toe house simply roared its delight, and 
insisted on hearing the number again. It will 
probably become a favorite out of the opera. 
Going on to the drinking scene, the music was 
found keeping up to the same high level. 
specially notable was Iago’s brindisi, which is 

rnhaps more suggestiye of Meyerbeer than of 
‘erdi. Itis largely accompanied by pizzicato 
double basses alone. This also had to be re- 
peated. Nervous energy and directness of pur- 
yse gave distinction to the whole scene, end- 
ng with the fight between Cassio and Rodrigo. 
Othello’s music in thescene of his intervention 
scarcely came up to what was ex- 
pected, but any disappointment thus 
caused was amply atoned for by the 
love duet with which the act ends. 
Thronghout this Deautifal number Verdi is 
deeply and touchingly eloguent. To ex- 
pressive and even original melody he adds an 
accompaniment remarkable for rich harmony 
and tender coloring, while its effect is height- 
ened by the good judgment of a man who 
knows when to stop. At the close of this 
movement Othello sings ‘‘Un bacio, un bacio, 
ancora un bacio!’’ the orchestra accompany- 
ing with the only representative theme in the 
work. Aprofound impression was made by 
this duet, although it might have been better 
sung, and when the curtain fell Verdi was 
three times summoned to receive the homage 
of his delighted audience. 

THE INTEREST DEEPENED 

with the opening of the second act, which con- 
tains along series of dialogues calculated to 
strain even the richest resources. It began 
charmingly with the graceful and somewhat 
light music generally employed when Cassio 
is prominent. lago here appears in quite a 
Mephistophelian light, and this gave the com- 
poseran opportunity of which he has fully 
availed himself. The soliloguy beginning, I 
believe in a cruel God, who has made me like 
himseif,’’ is a fine example of the cynical and 
mocking in music. This, being some- 
what prolonged, with frequent use 
of a large unison Phrase stand- 
ing for the credo, carries on the act with vigor 
and interest, relieving the equal flow ofthe 
dialogue music, which, however, has abun- 
cant attractions in itself.

The melody, it may be said, is very 
characteristic, having as strongly marked 
features as any national air. hen Emilia 
leaves the room Desdemona sings an Ave 
Marie,’’ partly in monotone, attended by 
muted strings, partly in cantilena phrases ofa 
simple devotional character. This is another 
gem, which before long will shine with gentle 
radiance in the concert rooms of the world. 
Let soprano artistes look to it, as they will if 
they be wise, for it isa sure success with 
cultivated and uncultivated alike.

1 do not pretend 
to match this for effect against the prelude 
played by strings and bassoons in ‘‘L’Afri- 
caine;’’ but its sombre, * toned phrases, 
heard as the sinister form of the Moor looms 
up in the background, is singularly appro- 
priate. This was felt by the entire house, de- 
spite an unaccountably bad performance, and 
an encore was insisted upon. The kiss motive 
of the first act is heard as Othello bends over 
the — ag form of Desdemona, but the rest 
is agitation, madness, and despair, musically 
expressed by simple yet thoroughly 
efficient means. appily recognizing 
that the situation is too painful to be pro- 
longed, Verdi brings it to a speedy end. The 
murdei is committed, and the well-known in- 
cidents of Shakspeare follow in due order 
with the changes pointed out in a previous 
dispatch. The closing scene is, both dramat- 
ically and musically, intensely affecting. In 
the agonies of death Othello drags himself to 
Desdemona’s body, repeating the words 
which closed the love duet in the first act, 
while, as he does so, the violins whisper the 
melody of: Ihe Kiss.’’ Then the curtain 
falls and the opera is at an end. 

Itis hardly possible to convey an idea in 
words of the profound effect made by this beau- 
tifulact. Mme. Pantaleoni and Sig. Tam- 
agno, often inadequate before, rose to the 
height of the great argument, the one singing 
the Willow Song’’ and the Ave Maria“ with 
deep and tender feeling, the other expressing 
Othello’s remorse with the directness and 
power of areal tragedian.

The performance is for English readers a 
matter of little consequence. It might have 
been betterin various respects. The prima 
donna and tenor were not always equal to 
their task. The stage management lay open 
to obvious and easy censure. Thechorus was 
moderately good, but even Sig. Faccio’s 
orchestra, usually so capable, fell short of 
perfection at important moments. On 
the other hand, nothing can be said 
against the mounting of the opera, the 
dresses being particularly rich and effective. 
Next to Verdi, the hero of the evening was un- 
doubtedly M. Maurel, who sang — seen 
throughout, and whose Iago ranks hencefort 
among the finest creations of the lyric stage. 
M. Maurei’s presentation of the character in 
the second and third acts was full of excellent 
dramatic points, such as Sig, Rossi—who 
was present—must have been the first to ap- 
preciate.

Sig. Faccio tells me that the reading of the 
libretto occupied two hours; the operatic per- 
formance last night, without counting the 
intervals between the acts, and including the 
encores,occupied two hours and a half. Nearly 
every piece would have been encored had not 
the cries of ‘‘Bis’’ been, for the most part, 
sternly ignored. A charming chorus follow- 
ing closely the storm scene, and based on a 
very lively and somewhat fantastic melody, 
had, however, to be repeated. lago’s drink- 
ing song, in which, with affected conviviality, 
he incites the simple Cassio to genuine intoxi- 
cation, raised storms of applause, but it 
would have been absurd to repeat it.

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THE STATE AND THE CITY. 
The Legislature at Jefferson City could 
greatly strengthen itself in the popular 
favor and help the good name of the 
State abroad by recognizing that the in- 
terests of the State and of its chief city 


St. Louisis a matter of State concern. 
The attitude of the Legislature is almost 
one of open hostility to St. Louis. This 
hostility is emphasized by such proceed- 
ings as the attempt to repeal the Sunday 
law of 1857, and the persecution of the St. 
Louis Fair Association, and the general 
feeling among St. Louis people is that the 
city does not get fair recognition at the 
hands of the State Legislature. 

We recognize that the City of St. Louis 
is partly to blame for this unpleasant sit- 
uation. The lawmakers whom we send to 
Jefferson City are in only too many in- 
stances men whom their fellow-legislat- 
ors look on with mistrust, and the St. 
Louis lobby stiengthens the impression 
made by the St. Louis delegation. 

Every session of the Legislature bears 
testimony to the vicious custom of local 
lobbies working for State legislation.

The intimations that Speaker CARLISLE 
can be MANNING’S successor imply a great 
concession to the views of the masses of 
the party on the money question.

The only other position 
in which Mr. CARLISLE could render more 
service to the country and best insure his 
ultimate promotion to the Presidency is 
that of Democratic leader on the floor of 
the House. There is where he is most 
needed, where he can make his peculiar 
powers and his statesmanship most sig- 
nally felt. He has harvested all the glory 
there is in the Speakership, and can sur- 
render it with a reputation more lustrous 
than any other man has ever made 
in that chair. But while filling that posi- 
tion, he has of course abstained’ from the 
work on the floor by which he might have 
carried through those measures of tax- 
reform and tax-reduction to which he was 
committed, and there is reason to believe 
that the country would have been better 
off if Mr. CARLISLE had put some other 
man in the Speakership and taken the 
leadership of the House upon himself at 
the beginning of the present Congress.

But there is no 
pressing emergency, and the Government can- 
not expend toadvantage one-eighth of the 
enormous sums contemplated in the Senate 
bills. An extra appropriation of $10,000,000 a 
year for all purposes, fortifications, guns, 
armor plates and vessels, would be all that can 
be judiciously used. More than that would 
mean waste aud loss—mere surplus squander- 
ing.’’

The Century’s Beginning. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Does the twentieth century begin with the 
beginning of tne year 1900 or with 
1901? This writer belongs to the num- 
ber which answers, with 1900.“ A 


century,’’ says your correspondent, W. 
W. T., is a space of time composed 
of 100 shorter spaces of time called years.’’ 
If this is not disputed, it is also indisputable 
that the first year of time in the Christian era 
began at 0 and ended with the last moment 
that preceded the year 1, constituting the first 
twelve months or year of time. The second 
year then began with the first moment after 1 

ad been toucaed and ended with the last 
moment that preceded the year 2; and so time 
progressed by twelve months, until it reached 
the last moment of the year 99, embracing be- 
tween the very first moment of time and the 
last moment of 99, 100 complete years of twelve 
months to each. If 100 years of time consti- 
tute a century and that amount of time is m- 
cluded in the space indicated, it follows that 
the second century began with the first mo- 
ment ot the year 100 and closed with the last 
moment of the year 199. If this is true of the 
first and second it is ey so of all thé rest 
upto the nineteenth, which began with the 
first moment of 1900 and will end with the last 
moment of 1999. If the first twelve months 
in the first century are to be ignored bythe 
chronologists what is to prevent the annihila- 
tion of the 100 years that constitute the first 
century by them when the world shall become 
100 centuries old? 

It W. W. T. were to contract his services for 
aterm of ten years, according to my argu- 
ment, his work would begin the first moment 
of the term and end with the last moment be- 
fore the year ten began, making ten years of 
time exactly. According to his theory, his 
employer could compel his services until the 
last moment of the tenth year, thus requiring 
eleven years to complete the contract. Let 
him try this and see. Let him undertake to 
walk 100 miles, according to his method of cal- 
culation, and see if he does not get in 101 miles

Wages in Germany. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Allow me to occupy the space of your 
valuable paper to the extent of an inch 
or two. Isee so many statistics and hear 80 
many talk about the ‘‘fearful low’’ wages in 


Germany, but I see they always refer to 
only the laborers. It is true the latter and 
even the mechanic receives far better wages 
here than there, but I most emphatically 
hold that the higher classes (headwork, etc.) 
are equally if not better paid in Germany 
than here. A bookkeeper in Germany receives 
from $1,000 to $3,000 per year, and has tar 
shorter hours of work there than his colleague 
here. Six to seven hours a day (having two to 
three hours’ rest at noon) constitute a day’s 
work for headwork in Deutschland. Here! 
Pshaw, employers expect a man to work from 
ten to twelve hours a day. True, the pay 
sometimes may be higher here, but if one 
considers the fearful high prices of articles of 
luxury here and their ridiculous low prices in 
Germany, I hold that intellectual work in 
Germany is paid as well, if not better, than in 
the United States. Yours truly,

ARCHIBALD FORBES DOES NOT BELIEVE 
THERE WILL BE WAR. 


The Well-Known Correspondent Says Ger- 
many is Too Strong—Bismarck’s Under- 
standing With Belgium — Englaed Not 
a Factor — George Augustus Sala In- 
dorses Mr. Forbes’ Views and Says 
France Shrinks From the Trial of Battie. 


Special Cablegram to the New York WORLD. 

LONDON, February 19.—Archibaid Forbes, 
who is regarded here as the prince of war Ccor- 
respondents, is very positive that there will 
beno war. It will be remembered that he 
married last year in Washington the daughter 
ot Gen. Meigas, and, happy as he is in his 
domestic relations and suffering as he does 
from rheumatism contracted in the last Russo- 
Turkish war, he would not probably take the 
ficid in case hostilities should begin. Never- 
theless, he is an acute observer and few men 
are as well informed ashe as to the fighting 
capacity of any and all the powers. Peace 
will not be disturbed this spring,’’ he said 
yesterday when I called upon him. There 
will be no outbreak between France and Ger- 
many. Indeed, through ail this talk of war, I 
have never thought it probable. 

„Why?“ I asxed. 

‘‘Because the French are not going to attack 
and Bismarck is sincere in his profession of 
peace. Ifhe had not been he would have ac- 
cepted a three-year army bill instead of 
insisting to the last extremity on the 
septennate. If he had really meant to pro- 
voke war immediately three years would be 
ample time in which to crush France and 
have done with it. You see, there could 
not be a long war. In truth, there 
could not well be more than one 
campaign. More than one would be too much 
for the financial resources of either country, 
so terribly expensive would war be now. No- 
body in Germany wants war. They did not 
want it in 1870. But it was forced upon them 
and they struck back with terrific impetuosity 
and effect. It would be tenfold worse now. 
The French know it and they have counted 
the cost and are going to keep quict.’’ 


IMPREGNABLE FRONTIERS. 

„Of course, you are well acquainted, Mr. 
Forbes, with the French and German frontier 
and the defences on bothsides. If war should 
occur, what do you think would be the line of 
action?’’ 

„As lI said, France does not mean to attack, 
and, ifshe did, I do not see how she could 
ever break the German line of fortification, 
which is much stronger now than in 1870, and 
I believe it would be almost as impossible for 
the Germans to break through the 
French lines, which have been greatly 
strengthened, you know. The point of 
actual contact between France and Germany 
is quite narrow, and this has been fortified on 
both sides to the utmost limit of enginecring 
skill. Ithink Bismarck’s idea would Be, not 
to break through the French line, but to go 
around through Belgium and strike France on 
afrontier that is almost defenseless. I am 
sure he has long been trying to square himself 
with Belgium, that he might do this with her 


consent. In fact, he wanted to have 
Belgium come into the German 
Empire and be as much a part of 


itas Bavaria. His argument was that it would 
be better for Belgium to have the guarantee of 
Germany than to be under a sort of protecting 
wgis of the great powers, which reully 
amounts to no protection at all. Belgium, 
however, preferred to be independent, and 
rejected the advances of Bismarck. I do not 
doubt, though, that the German army would 
march right through her territory to attack 
France, if she thought it a military neces- 
sity.’’ 

ENGLAND WON'T FIGHT. 
But would not that involve Germany in a 
war with England, who was one of the signa- 
tories of the treaty of Paris of 1815, by which 
the neutrality of Belgium was guaranteed?“ 
That treaty amounts to nothing. There is 
not a power in Europe that would fight to pre- 
serve the neutrality of Belgium under that 
treaty. England would not. England will 
fight for nothing except, possibly, to defend 
her territory from invasion.’’ 
‘*Youthink she would not resist a Russian 
occupation of Bulgaria!“ 
No, never. 
Nor a Russian occupation of Constanti- 
nople?’’ 
No, never. 
„Do you think that Russia will occupy Bul- 
garia?’’

Mr. Forbes spoke with evident disgust at the 
mere mention of any warlike disposition on the 
part of England, and, while the hero of more 
campaigns than any war correspondent living, 
as will be seen, he takes the most pacific 
view of things all around. 

MR. SALA THINKS PEACE ASSURED. 
George Augustus Sala is equally strong in 
the belief thatthere will be no war between 
France and Germany. Mr. Sala, too, has 
fame as a war correspondent. Indeed, 
there is hardly anything that fe 
has not written about copiously and 
interestingly. When I called upon him 
at his big house, No. 46 Mecklenburg Square, 
he walked up and down the fioor of his library 
and talked to me as if he were dictating an ar- 
ticleto his secretary. Will there be war? 
No. France has fiuked. The French will not 
fight. They have simmered down to a most 
peaceful attitude. When Bismarck said 
‘Saigner a bianc’ they were frightened. They 
knew that he was in earnest, and they knew 
what war would mean thistime. ‘Saigner a 
blano,’ bleeding till you are white. Ah! what 
an awful portent in those words. The French 
understood their significance and they shrunk 
from tne trial. I don't say there will not be 
war between France and Germany some time. 
Of course, allthis arming means war in the 
end, butnot now. The French will not ac- 
cept the challenge.’’ 

„What of Russia?“ 

There is greater danger there. I weuld not 
be surprieed at anything that Russia would do, 
You see, Russia is hopelessly bankrupt. she 
has enough money to go to war on and may 
take adesperate chance withthe hope that 
something would turm up. In case of war she 
could make an excuse, if she has none before, 
of wringing immense sums from the Church. 
No, the only danger of warin Europe is from 
Russia.’’ 


LONDON PAPERS HOPING FOR PEACE, 

Mr. Forbes belongs to the staff of the News, 
and Mr. Sala to that of the Telegraph, but 
notwithstanding their peaceful assurances, I 
have reason to know that not only their jour- 
nals, butevery leading morning paper tn Lon- 
don is in a state of constant trepidation at the 
prospect of war. They all dread it because of 
tbe enormous expenses that war would entail. 
The manager of one of these papers who de- 
clined to allow me to use the name, said yes- 
terday: It is a great mistake to suppose 
that the principal London -jvurnais 
want war. War means 10 them 
an enormous expense, with no ade- 
quate return. War has now

The Railroad Bill Before the Senate—The 
House Session.

JEFFERSON CiTr, Mo., February 23.—Wash- 
ington's birthday finds botn houses of the 
Missouri Legisiature in session, though noth- 
ing Of importance has taken place. In the 
Senate Mr. Gideon introduced a joint and con- 
current resolution asking Congress to pass the 
pension bill over the President’s veto, which 
brought Senator Moran to his feet with the 


very wise suggestion that Congress was amply 
able to take care ofitself. This resolution is 
similar to the Moore resolution introduced and 
sat down upon by the House, and is now gen- 
erally considered bythe Democrats to be a Re- 
publican chestnut. It will meet the same fate 
in the Senate that it did in the House. 

At 10:30 the Senate went into committee of 
the whole to consider the railroad bill intro- 
duced by the Committee on Rallroads and In- 
ternal Improvements. The entire morning 
séssion was consumed and nothing was done. 
Amendments were offered and voted down with 
remarkable reguiarity, and it now looks as 
though the bill will go to engrossmentas it was 
originally framed. However, it is hard to 
predict what will be done, as parties inter- 
ested on either side of the question are turn- 
ing heaven and earth to carry their respective 
points. 

At 11:80 the Committee of the Whole arose

He proved a dis- 
tinct alibi by three ot his neighbors and his 
two daughters, but was convicted on the evi- 
dence of a fellow-prisoner, who swore that 
Halil confessed to him that he plotted and car- 
ried out the job. This, Hall said, was a hired 
detective who perjured himself. His name is 
Charles Montgomery and he is now in the pen- 
itertiary for burglary, and says he swore 
falsely. There is another convict named 
Robert Todd who confessed to the warden, to 
Hall and to Alonzo Heudron, a hospital nurse, 
that he knew Hall was innocent and that he 
knew who committed the murder. He said that 
he was a member of the gang and was withthem 
when they planned the robbery; that he was 
shadowed too closely and had to leave, and 
that three days after that the murder was 
done. lle says they were doubtless recognized 
by McMahon, and the killing was then 
necessary. Hall madea dying statementin 
which he maintained his innocence and stated 
that he knew the truth would come out some 
day. The Governor was considering his case 
for pardon when he died. Hall was a stout, 
good-looking man when received, but 
gradually wasted away, brooding over his 
mistortune till disease finished him.

CUMBS TO THE LEAGUE MANAGERS. 


Unsuccessful Attempts to Solve the Nine- 
Club Problem—The Nationals of Wash- 
ington For Sale — Suspicion About the 
Kelly Deal—Sporting News and Notes— 
Base Ball Chat. 


The fight in the National League on the In- 
dlanapolis- Kansas City-Maroons muddle is 
exactly where it was two months ago. The 
meeting at the Monongahela House, Pitts - 
burg, yesterday, as reported in the Post- DIS- 
PATCH, came to no final conclusion. The re- 
tention of the Kansas Citys in the League 


was 80 strongly opposed by the va- 
rious Eastern managers, as _ predicted 
that it would be in these  columi#s, 


that the committee was actually afraid to take 
the decisive step apportioning the Maroons’ 
players to the Cowboys, and it was finally 
decided to postpone action selecting the 
eighth club until the regular meeting of the 
League, to be held at the Fifth Avenue Hotel, 
New York, on March 7. While the committee 
probably had no recourse but the one taken 
by them under the circumstances, it would 
seem that the postponement of action will help 
them but littie, for the reason that the ideas of 
the managers opposed to Kansas City will 
hardly change in three weeks’ time. 

If Kansas City is too far from the circuit on 
February 21, it is not likely that its geographi- 
cal position will be more available on March 
7 For this reason the problem which the 
apportionment committee found too difficult to 
solve on the first mentioned date will be no 
less difficult for the League as a whole to solve 
on the second. Tbe situation at present is an 
amusing one, to say the least. There is 
Indianapolis: anxious to get in but afraid 
to advance the money; there is Kansas City 
anxious to advance the money and afraid 


of being thrown out, and there is St. Louis 
anxious and afraid that it will be ground up 
and out of these two stones, with the League 
as the motor, and find itself finally without 
the money it once had.

1873 Kelly joined the Haymakers of Paterson,

in 1878 he joined the Buckeyes of Columbus. 
He afterwards playea with the Cincinnati 
League Club as cateber, and in 1880 was en- 
gaged by the Chicagos. In 1879 Kelly ranked 
fourth among batsmen, with an average of 
348. Three years later he ranked eighth 
among batsmen, with an average of .306, and 
sixth as fielder, with .837. In 1885 he stood 


fifteenth as batter, with 287. and 
twenty-first as fielder, with 868, and 
as a catcher he stood sixteenth on 


the list, with .760.

total base average of .516. By the official 
figures he is given .370 and first place, He 
stood tenth among catchers, with .829, and 
seventeenth among right fielders, with .717. 
As an all- around player he ranked No. 24 last 
season, with 800.
